During the past year, a survey-inventory of 
the burgeoning collections of pictorial material 
within the Academy has begun and their wide 
diversity and the very fact of their existence 
may be of interest to NEWSLETTER readers. 


Within the Department of Botany, where the 
inventory has been completed, there were found 
to be well over 15,000 pictures, the largest part 


being the collection given by Mr. Charles Webber. 


This includes almost 10,000 color transparencies 
of western U. S. natural history subjects. Other 
notable collections in Botany are the California 
Native Flowers, 478 hand-colored photographs 
by Antone J. Soars; the Vosburg Wildflowers, 
300 paintings by Mrs. Stella S. Vosburg; the 
Faunt LeRoy Collection, 789 paintings of flowers 
by Mrs. Faunt LeRoy; and the Pribilof Islands 
Plant Photograph Collection, 580 black-and-white 
photographs taken by Mr. E. C. Johnston. 


Under the guidance of Johan Kooy of the 
Academy staff, work has begun on the organiza- 
tion and cataloguing of available negatives and 
photographs taken during early Academy expedi- 
tions. Included are the Gifford collection, 243 
negatives exposed during the 1905-1906 expedi- 
tion to the Galapagos Islands; the Guadalupe 
Expedition collection, 330 black-and-white photo- 
graphs taken by G Dallas Hanna in 1922; the 
Hanna Steller Sea Lion photographs taken in 1924;

the Revillagigedo Expedition photographs of 1925, 
also taken by Dr. Hanna and numbering 363 neg- 
atives; and the Lt. Musser Revillagigedo Expedi- 
tion photographs taken the same year, with 264 
negatives exposed. 


Mr. Kooy is also beginning the organization 
of the vast numbers of negatives and photographs 
which comprise the Simson African Photograph 
Collection. 


The foregoing listed collections are only 
part of the many within the Academy, but lack 
of space in the NEWSLETTER prohibits a com- 
plete listing. 


A different type of collection, made possible 
for the most part by the generosity of members, 
is being created at the Academy. The appeals 
made earlier in the NEWSLETTER for old jour- 
nals and magazines for which members have no 
further need, have resulted in the formation of _ 
the Minerva Hirst Picture Collection, named to 
honor the memory of a member of the staff 
whose recent death was a most sorrowful occa- 
sion for all with whom she worked. This collec- 
tion presently includes some 45,000 pieces and 
is devoted to pictorial reference material which 
is proving invaluable to many Academy depart- 
ments. Volunteer help has aided enormously in 
the processing of this material. 


As in the past, appeals will again be made 
from time to time in the NEWSLETTER, request- 
ing that members contribute any pictorial maga- 
zines they can share. Such material is highly 
useful in furthering the Academy's program of 
public information in science.

CHARLES DORNBACH, Preparator in the Academy's 
Department of Exhibits, graduated from the California 
School of Fine Arts and almost immediately was at 
work on various dioramas and exhibits for the 1938- 
39 Golden Gate International Exposition on Treasure 
Island and later, for the New York World's Fair. 


From New York, he journeyed to Paris where 
his studies at the Ecole de Beaux Arts were inter- 
rupted by the beginnings of World War II. Returning 
to America, he did graduate study at the Art Students 
League, and subsequently exhibited canvases in San 
Francisco, New York, Honolulu, Paris and other cities. 
In 1949, he was commissioned by the State to render 
14 paintings depicting California history for the 1950 
California Centennial. These are now on exhibit in 
various California museums. 


Charles' first association with the Academy be- 
gan in 1950 when he joined the Exhibits Department 
and assisted in the execution of the bird group in 
Simson African Hall and the permanent clock and lamp 
exhibits in the Hall of Science, to mention but three. 


In 1957, he was engaged by the U. S. Govern- 
ment to organize and display informative exhibits in 
Pakistan where he had the novel experience of trans- 
porting, by truck, a huge, cumbersome exhibit over 
the Khyber Pass to Afghanistan. When in Karachi, he 
initiated a National Science Fair for the Pakistan 
government. He returned to the Academy in 1959, and 
in 1960, was selected to act as consultant. to the 
American University in Washington, D. C. on Pakistan 
cultural affairs. : 


Currently, he - with other members of the Ex- 
hibits Department - is engaged in completing the per- 
manent exhibits in the Alice Eastwood Hall of Botany 
and preparing those soon to be on display in Astron- 
omy Hall. 


Charles and his wife, Laura, are busily com- 
pletely renovating their home in Belvedere, Marin 
County. "I'll be glad when we're finished painting - 
so that I can get down to painting!" 


The Dornbachs have two sons, Charles, Jr., now 
with the United States Air Force in Greece, and Peter, 
a student at the College of Marin.

Dr. Siro Kawaguti of Okayama Univer- 
sity, Okayama, Japan, was a recent visitor to the 
Department of Invertebrate Zoology to which he 
presented gift specimens of a newly discovered 
bivalved gastropod. Also visiting the Department 
was Dr. A. W. Baden Powell, Assistant Director 
of the Auckland Institute and Museum, Auckland, 
New Zealand. Dr. Powell is pre-eminent in the 
field of malacology. 


Preparatory to the winter lec- 
ture series on the coastal jungle of Mexico being 
offered by the University of California Extension 
beginning October 9, Dr. Robert T. Orr, Curator 
of Birds and Mammals, left the Academy Septem- 
ber 9 for San Blas in Nayarit for a week's sur- 
vey of the area. 

The series of eight lectures, "LAND AND . 
LIFE IN MEXICO: THE "TROPICAL ' JUNGLE”, 
will be culminated with a one-week field trip in 
December to San Blas and an inspection of the 
thorn forest, the mangrove lagoons, the shore 
life, and the relationships of man and the jungle. 

The Academy is well represented in the lec- 
ture series to be held at the San Francisco Ex- 
tension Center and on the Berkeley campus. 
Joining Dr. Orr will be Dr. A. Starker Leopold, 
Academy President, and Dr. Alan E. Leviton, As- 
Sociate Curator, Department of Herpetology.

The Depart- 
ment of Invertebrate Zoology has received a fine, 
complete specimen of the Pacific Giant Squid 
(Moroteuthis robusta Verrill), which is the largest 
invertebrate known from the Pacific Coast. This 
rare specimen is the sixth one reported from 
California and the tenth from the West Coast, 
the others having been found in Alaska. The 
Academy's specimen measures 9' 1" in total 
length; its enormously long pair of tentacular 
arms are 5' 10" long; its body is nearly 5-1/2' 
long. This big squid was netted alive by trawl 
fishermen at a depth of 300 fathoms (1800 feet) 
off Eureka, California. It was turned over to the 
California Division of Fish and Game, and pre- 
sented to the Academy deep-frozen. Now it is 
"Exhibit A'' in the Department's preserved in- 
vertebrate collection.
